—Lay your headin a dith, put your brains 
round it, aud garnifh it with lemons and 
pickles. It is proper for a top-difh.” 

Guefs at my furprize, Mr. Editor, at read- 
ing fuch extraordinary iaftruétions which ap- 
peared to be addrefled to the reader, empha- 
tically mentioning your bead, your brains, &c. 
But, in the height of my furprize, I happen. 
id to lovk at the title of this receipt, which 
was as fuollows—‘“‘ how to drefs'a calf’s bead.” 

After burfting into an immoderate fit of 
hughter at my miftake, I fat down to com- 
municate to yeu the particulars of this whim- 
fical circunilance. ‘Trifling as it may appear, 
‘it will perhaps extort a {mile trom fuch of 
your readers as are inclinable.to be ptealed. It 
willalle ferve as a hint to thofe who may here.

b'ade ortwo of mace, a few truffles, morels, 
aud muthrooms, ftew ali together, then pour 
it over your head.” 

The lady may doubtlefs be underftood by 
her readers, but there is fomething fo truly 
ridicatons in her mode of conveying Wer cult- 
nary initructions, that 1 was feized with a 
fecond fit of involuntary laughter. 1 could 
not help figuring to myfelf an ideal character, 
who had taken fach iufinite pains, and united 
fucha variety of ingredients to give his fauce 
the higheit geut ; and immediately atrerwards 
deliberately pouring the whole malange over 
his ewn head,”

ought to be very cautious that eur conduct in

ment, let us lee we are now of age to wean 
our minds from this Mother, and joek fer our 
Father’s inkeritauce. We implore thy dt. 
vine affiftance to aid us in the bulimefs of this 
day; thou hait caufed the revolving featous 
to roll round another period, + herein we are 
called tochoofe trom among us a lealef for 
this little lock: Give us wildom to wake the 
choice, and him thy guidance to perform his 
duty ; bind us together in one bond of union 
and bretherly.lave ; caule abenes olent {piri 
to accompany us in ali flages of our jourvey 
through time ; and when in thy wildom we 
have our motion ceafe, may we have ful] af- 
furance, that whatever fitwation thy omni- 
prefent {piritis our conftant companion, and 
thy protecting power fufficient to bear us up, 
either from fin or evil, for thine is the king- 
dom, power and glory forever, Amen, 

My brethren, it is with heartfelt fatisfaction 
I now ttand before you as a mouth for this 
body ; and I hope that nothing coming ovt of 
this mouth, may defile the body, Beiedas 
lence, when we Jock at the definition of the 
word, reprefents a gif.

My benevolent brothers, perhaps this may be 
the lait time I fhall have the opportunity of ad- 
drefing you, and throwing out my weak fenti- 
ments; bat fuch of them as you find worthy of 
your attention, pray treafure them up in your minds 
as we do the money in the box: Surely it cannot 
be long before we fhall have co attend the laff re- 
mains of fome of us, whole lot it may be firftto be 
called off this ftage of ation, we know not; but 
when that period fhall come, | earneitly, recom 
mend it to this Society to thew the urmolt reipect 
on the occafion ; not that we can do the deceafed 
brother any fervice, but for the honor, and to 
promote growth of our body, let every fiep be 
taken which may render it refpectabic. 


Now my brethren, we fee what bufinefs lays 
before us for this day ; let us proceed aad effect it 
in love; and when we have brought it to a clofe, 
let us, aceording toour appointment, fet down in 
union at the table of Benevolence, and keep our 
eye at the fame time on that name, and we fhall 
fee it written in legible characters on every thing 
weeatand drink.

Leg was wounded above the thoulder bone, but 
efcaped to the houfe of one Curlet.* Having fe- 
cured the prifoners, the Indians fet fire to the 
dwelling houfe and blockhoufe, and then proceed- 
ed up the creek about nine miles, and encamped 
On the march, Honfacre, being faint with the 
lois of blood, they pricked him with koives and 
fpearstamake him keep up. Ac the place they 
fcalped him and knocked ovt his brains. Mrs. 
Honiacre, bemoaning the lofs of her hufbind, 
was tomhawked by them; and her youngeft chi'd 
whocried bitterly at the tragic fcenc it beheld, al-

militia went the next cay in purfut of them, they 


arrived where the Incians had encempcc, busied 
the unfortunate Hontacre, his wie ance chic, and 
then proceedeu on, bur without efiedi, as they cid 
not overtake the Indians. ‘The muiittia retuned 
the Sunday following, and reporiec, as they came 
back they diicoverea a frefl, wail, trom which itis 
conjectured snotber party is ftdl hovering about 
ihe fettlements.

On Monday the 2d ult. Jabez Harger, of 
Greenville, put an endo his life by hanging 
himielf. He was in the 25th year of his age and 
had fupporied the reputanon of a fober and inda- 
flrious young man; but had fallen into a melan- 
choly ftate of mind fOr fome months belore his 
unhappy exit.
